war I was engaged in the preceding pages, an event 
of the moft calamitous nature befel the inhofpitable 
regions which I had been defcribing. ‘The year 1782 proved 
remarkably cold and wet, the crops over great part of Europe 
were more or lefs injured, and the northern climates experien- 
ced a {earcity, amounting to a famine. The fcanty crops in 
the Highlands ef Scotland were green in Odtober, when a fall 
of fnow, attended with froft, prevented every {pecies of grain 
from arriving at maturity. The labour, the hed, and the ftraw 
were luft. Potatoes, which in bad feafons had proved a fub- 
ftiture for grain, were this year froft-bitten, and rengered en- 
tirely afelefs. ‘Thus the earth with-held its bounty for the fup- 
of man and beaft. During this di(trefs at home, no re- 
ief could be obtained from abroad. Ireland, the granary \of 
the Hebrides and Weltern fhores of Scorland, thue its ports 
opti the exportation of grain; thofe' of the Clyde were un- 
¢ to give any afliftance ; while, on the eaftern fide of the

Thus deprived of every refource, by the double calamity 

of war and fearcity, many hundred perfons languifhed and 
died through the want of fuftenance. The hufband and the 
pirent, unable to behold thefe fcenes of diftrefs without en- 
deavouring to relieve them, fet out, amidit froft and fnow, up- 
on the long and almolt impraéticable journey to Tovteols 
where they expected to purchafe a little grain with the produce 
of their clothes or furniture, which they had previoufly fold in 
the diftris where they refided. Several of thofe who had en- 
gaged in this generous enterprife fell a facrifice to hunger and 
cok, in their way to the market. They were found dead on 
the roads, in caverns, and amongft thickets, where they had 
taken fhelter from the inclemencies of the weather, while the 
{mall, emaciated horfes, the companions of their diftrefs, could 
{carcely ftand or walk. 
__ Such was the dreadful fituation of the main-land, and the 
iflands, during the winter and fpring; and though expreffes 
were difpatched to the Lowlands, by the clergy and others, 
“imploring immediate relief for a perifhing people, it doth not 
appear that application had been made to Government, for that 
purpofe, before the beginning of the fummor 1783, when a ge- 
nerous fupply was readily granted. 

Let us now fuppofe that a few fmall harbours and granaries 
were eftablifhed at proper diftances, along thefe Weftern fhores, 
and that the communications to the Lowlands were fhortened 
by means of inland navigation ; fuch calamities, if not ina great 
degree prevented, might be fo far mitigated as to fave the lives 
ofthoufands, befides obviating the neceflity of occafional calls 
upon the Treafury for the relief of thofe parts.
